Paper-Board Machine. 





The invention herewith illustrated refers 
to paper-making machines, and more par- 
ticularly to machines for making thick 
sheets, like pasteboard, and the inventor 
says: ‘‘As is well known, these thick 
sheets of pulp are formed by feeding the 
pulp to suitable rolls, a cylinder of pulp be- 
ing formed around one of them, which cyl- 
inder, after having acquired the desired 
thickness, is cut lengthwise and stripped 
off its roll, the length of the sheets thus ob- 
tained depending upon the diameter of the 
pulp roll. Inasmuchas'the thickness of the 
sheets depends not only on the feed of the 
pulp, but also on the number of revolutions 
of the forming or couching rolls, it has 
heretofore been found impossible to so 
regulate the feed of the pulp relatively to 
the number of revolutions of the forming 
or couching rolls that all the sheets pro- 
duced will be of the same thickness. It is 
the object of my invention to avoid the dif- 
ficulties above referred to by the provision 
of means whereby the cylinders of pulp 
formed on one of the couching rolls, and 
herefhafter referred to as the ‘pulp roll, 
are automatically cut lengthwise and 
stripped off said pulp roll, and by the pro- 
vision of means whereby the thickness of 
the pulp cylinder on the _ pulp roll 
is automatically regulated, irrespec- 
tive of the feed of the pulp. On 
the other hand, in the manufacture of 
thick pasteboard, doubling a thick sheet of 
pulp has heretofore been effected by hand ; 
and a further object of my invention is to 
avoid this labor by the provision of means 
whereby the thick sheets of pulp are auto- 
matically folded and delivered from the 
machine.” 

Figure 1 is a side elevation, and Fig. 2 a 
fragmentary top plan view, of so much of a 
machine for making thick sheets of pulp as 
is necessary to illustrate the invention ; and 
Fig. 3 is a detail view. 

Aand A‘ are forming or couching rolls, 
to which the pulp is fed in any usual and 
well-known manner, the upper roll A being 
the pulp roll—namely, the roll upon which 
the thick cylinder of pulp is formed—said 
rolls being likewise of any well-known or 
usual construction. 

Upon the shaft of roll A, at or near each 
end, is secured a wheel J, having a single 
tooth in gear with a toothed wheel I, car- 
ried by a shaft 7, so that said toothed 
wheel I will be revolved step by step at 
each revolution of the single-tooth wheel J 
of the roll A. 

The frame of the machine carries a shaft 
¢, serving as pivot for the cutter or knife 
frame C, consisting of two side bars 2, one 
on each side of the machine, and of a cross 
girth or bar 8, to which the knife or cutter 
blade C’ is secured. 

The knife blade C’ is preferably adjust- 
able on its carrier, to which end it is pro- 
vided with transverse or vertical slots, 
through which the fastening bolts 5 pass, 
as shown in dotted lines in Fig. 1. 

Upon the shaft 7, that carries the toothed 
wheels I, are secured two cams G, one be- 
low each of the side bars 2 of the knife 
frame C,a bolt or pin E, secured to and 
projecting from the under side of said side 
bars, having bearing on the respective cams 
G. The knife blade C’ is so adjusted 
relatively to the pulp roll A that the 
cutting edge of said blade will normally 
lie close to the periphery of the said 
roll, and the cams G are constructed with 
their greatest and least half diameters 4 4* 
upon the same radius, thus forming an 
abrupt shoulder. 

As the roll Arevolves the wheel I step by 
step the cutter frame C is gradually lifted 
by the action of the gradually increasing 
diameter of the cams G on the pins E, and 
when said wheels I have made a complete 
revolution, the roll A having during this 
time made a number of revolutions equal to 
the number of teeth on said wheels, the cut- 
ter frame C will have been lifted to its high- 
est point, the pins E béing then at the 
points 4 of their respective cams, and as the 
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said wheels I complete their revolution the 
said pins drop from 4 to 4*, and with them 
the cutter frame C, the knife C’ cutting the 
cylinder of pulp on roll A lengthwise, and 
as the said roll A continues to revolve the 
knife C’ strips the cylinder of pulp from the 
roll, the operation being completed before 
the tooth on wheel J again comes in cun- 
tact with a tooth on wheel I. The thick- 
ness of the sheet of pulp thus obtained de- 
pends, therefore, on the number of revolu- 


tions of the roll A to each revolution of 


wheel I. 
Inasmuch asit has been found impossible 


to regulate the feed of the pulp to the form- 
ing rolls so as to make it absolutely uni- 


form, the sheets of pulp produced will vary 
in thickness in accordance with the quan- 


tity of pulp fed to the forming rolls during 
a single revolution of the wheel I, and as 


this quantity varies materially at various 





times the sheets obtained are not of the 
same thickness. 

After the cylinder of pulp has been cut 
lengthwise and partly stripped off its roll A 
by the action of the knife C’ the free edge of 
said cylinder falls over onto a continuously 
revolving roller Q, connected by tapes Q* 
with a continuously revolving roller Q’, and 
as said sheet is gradually pushed onto said 
roller Q by the revolution of the roll A the 
traveling tapes Q* will gradually carry the 
sheet of pulp along toward the delivery end 
of the machine. 

A roller R has its bearings in blocks S, 
provided each with a stem s, said blocks 
and stems sliding freely in standard S’ on 
the frame of the machine, the roller R 
being held in contact with the tape roller Q’ 
by means of a spring S* on the stem s 
exerting its pressure upon the bearings S 
of said roller R, as shown. In rear of the 
roller R and close thereto is arranged a 
table R’, that has near its outer end a 
transverse abutment or ledge R’, and below 
the rolls Q’ R is arranged an inclined rack 
or table W. 

To the frame of the machine, on each 
side thereof, is pivoted an arm V, that has 
an abutment v in the path of a pin ~’, 
secured to wheel I, said pin being prefer- 
ably provided with an anti-friction roller 
v*. Each of the arms V is provided 
with a longitudinal slot at its lower 
end, through which passes the pivot 
pin, by means of which said arm is 
loosely hinged or pivoted to a radial arm 
U ona shaft w, to which are also secured 
two radial arms T’, connected by a cross- 
bar #’, to which a creasing blade T is se- 
cured at such an angle that when the radial 
arms T are depressed the said creasing 
blade will be close to the nip of the rolls 
Q' R, while the distance from the plane of 
nip of said rolls to the rear face of the 
ledge or abutment R’ is equal to one-half 
of the lengthof a sheet of pulp produced 
in the machine. 

The operation of the creasing mechanism 
is so timed that as soon as the outer edge 
of a sheet of pulp abuts against the inner 
or rear edge of the abutment R* the creas- 
ing blade T will be depressed to crease said 
sheet midway of its length and at the same 





time depress the creased portion to the nip 
of the rolls Q’ R, the blade receding into its 
normal position under the stress of springs 
T*, acting on the radial arms T’. In other 
words, as the creased portion of the sheet 
is seized by the rolls Q’ R the rollers v* on 
pins v' of the wheels I move clear of the 
abutments or shoulders v on arms V, allow- 
ing the creasing appliances to be returned 
into their normal position by the springs 
T*. The sheet of pulp fed to the rolls Q’ 
R is folded thereby and delivered in a fold- 
ed condition upon the inclined rack or table 
W, hereinbefore referred to. 

It has already been stated that the thick- 
ness of a sheet of pulp obtained will 
depend upon the number of  revolu- 
tions of the pulp roll A preyious to 
its being cut, and that owing to the 
more or less irregular supply of pulp 
to the forming rolls the sheets produced 
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such that when the wheel I has made a 
complete revolution to, say, sixteen revolu- 
tions of the roll A the tripping finger P on 
the tooth of wheel J will lie in the space of 
the missing tooth of wheel I, in rear of the 
nose of catch M, while the pins or bolts E 
will be near the point 4 of greatest 
half-diameter of their respective cams G. 
The roll A will now continue to revolve 
without actuating the wheel I, and as the 
thickness of the cylinder of pulp on said 
roll A increases the latter will gradually 
move toward said wheel I, and when the 
cylinder of pulp is of the desired thickness 
the nose or point of the tripping finger P 
will engage the nose or point m of the 
gravity catch M, trip the same, and release 
the tooth K. A further partial revolution 
of a distance equal to that between the 
point of the tripping finger and the forward 
edge of the tooth on wheel J will bring said 
tooth into engagement with the tooth K, 
thereby again revolving the wheel J, at the 
same time causing the cutter frame to drop, 
whereby the pulp cylinder is cut length- 
wise and fed to the creasing, folding, and 
delivery appliances, as above set forth. 

It is obvious that by means of the appli- 
ances last described all the sheets of pulp 
produced will be of the same thickness, 
irrespective of any irregularity in the feed- 
ing of the pulp to the forming rolls. 

After the sheet has been stripped from its 
roll A the tooth K is withdrawn by hand 


| and held in that position by the catch by 


simply pushing said tooth inwardly. 
The arrangement of the operative mech- 
anisms, as described and shown, can be 
varied in many ways without departing 
from the nature of the invention. Thus, 
for instance, the cutter frame may be 
moved positively in cutting by springs, 
cams or otherwise, and returned to a nor- 
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are not all of the same thickness, and that 
in order that the sheets may be cut after a 
given number of revolutions of the roll A, 
the wheel I should have a corresponding 
number of teeth, and that one of the objects 
of the invention is the provision of means 
whereby all the sheets produced are of the 
same thickness. When these appliances 
are employed, it is necessary that the wheel 
I should not only have a less number of 
teeth, but that one of the teeth should be 
removed and another substituted that can 
be withdrawn from the path of the single 
tooth on wheel J. 

As shown in Fig. 1, the wheel I has one 
of its teeth removed and is provided with a 
socket or slideway in which is fitted a mov- 
able tooth, K, provided with a lug or stud 
&, that projects through a slot, 7’, in wheel 
I, to which is pivoted a gravity catch M, 
adapted to engage the lug 4, on the’tooth 
K, and hold the same retracted or out of the 
path of the single tooth on wheel J, Fig. 38. 
To the tooth of the last-named wheel is ad- 
justably secured on a suitable bolt, Z, a 
tripping finger, P, adapted at the proper 
time to engage the nose m, of the gravity 
catch M, and trip the same, thereby 
releasing the tooth K, and allowing 
the same to slide into the path of the tooth 
on wheel J. As shown, the’tripping finger 
P has its nose or point in advance of the 
tooth on wheel J, the adjustment being 


mal position by springs instead of cams. 
The tripping finger P may be secured to 
another part of wheel J instead of its 
tooth, while. tooth K may be positively 
moved when by the catch M, as 
by a spring, while the said gravity catch 
may be replaced by a spring-actuated 
cateh, as will be readily understood. 

In practice there is used a table, R', of a 
maximum length, and means are provided 
whereby the abutment or ledge R* can be 
adjusted along the said table to suit 
various lengths of sheets—as; for instance; 
by providing the ledge R* with pins r*, 
and the table with holes, or vice versa, as 
shown in dotted lines in Fig. 1.

The time of low water is approaching, 
and with it the time for making contem- 
plated repairs to water wheel, race way or 
flume. These are very important items in 
paper-mill economy, and if the money spent 
for repairs during ten years could be put on 
the stockholders’ side of the ledger, the re- 
sult would be such a profitable mill that its 
stock could never be found for sale under 
any consideration. 

But such mulls are not of this earth. Still, 
it is possible to approximate such a condi- 
tion of things, by making repairs that will 
endure for a long period, instead of rotting 
out in seven or eight years, as is usually the 
case. Wood put into the wheel en 
paper mill is decidedly wrong. 

There is a form of construction now 
much in use among mill engineers and 
architects which aioe to be pushed to 
its limit in mill construction. I refer tothe 
rolled shapes known as “ architectural 
iron,” commonly called *‘ angle or channel 
iron,” ‘‘I beams,” etc. This kind of iron 
—or rather steel—is very strong, and well 
fitted for paper-mill work, 

In regard tothe water wheels: You prob- 
ably have high-grade turbine wheels, set in 
stiff steel cases, and located above the 
water line so as to be easily ‘‘ get-at-able” 
for adjustment or repair. If the wheels are 
stuck down in the bottom of a nasty 10 x 
12 foot hole in the earth, commonly known 
as a “‘ wheel pit,” let your next 
ing raise that wheel to the light of day, 
where it belongs. 

It is no longer considered necessary to 
bury a water wheel from six to sixty feet 
deep in tail water in order to obtain the full 
power of that wheel. This is the day of the 
draft tube, and you should use that as well 
as any other mechanical appliance for im- 
proving your water power. Put the wheel 
above water, by all means, and do not set 
it on any foundation of wood that will 
surely become water soaked and soggy in a 
few years. 

Build a neat, strong foundation of archi- 
tectural iron, as above noted. Frame the 
iron together about the same as for wood 
work, using clips and rivets, instead of 
mortises and tenons, and give the whole 
business a thick coat of asphaltum and 
kerosene oil, which makes a very good 
paint for iron work, and is all the better if 
some biolite be mixed with the oil and as- 
phaltum. This mixture may be applied 
cold; but it is better if it is warm. 

Figure out the cost of two flumes, accord- 
ing to the situation in your particular mill, 
Let one be a wooden one, the other of stone 
oriron. If there be room, and the location 
permits, a stone flume, especially if put on 
a good rock foundation, of natural ledge, 
will be the thing to last forever, and effect- 
ually stop any farther expense in that direc- 
tion, but if the bottom is sand, then see 
what an iron flume will cost, and see if 
you can afford to spend $3,000 now and 
have no expense hereafter, or whether you 
want to put in another wooden flume at a 
cost of $1,200, and spend $100, $200, $300, 

9400 and $500, respectively, for repairs in 
the succeeding five years, and then spend 
$1, r another wooden flume? 

One ts $3,000, the other costs $2,700 
every five years, to say nothing of the time 
lost bythe mill while yearly repairs are in 
progress, _It needs no very expert intellect 
to figure aut comparative value of these 
two flum it is the same in many 
other parts of the mill. All of the harness 
work should be put on either stone or brick 
piers, or if a framed harness is necessary, 
put in the architectural iron instead of 
wood. The milldam may have the same 
remarks applied to it. A wooden dam is a 
**damn bad dam,” and should be replaced by 
a stone or iron affair as soon as possible. 
If the situation is such that stone is not to 
be thought of, then a light strong frame 
dam, of angle iron and steel-plate sheath- 
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ing, can be designed to fit the circum- 
stances—and the river, and built with the 
knowledge that it will never rot out, or be- 
come weak from old age, and let the water 
pressure get the best of it through the

0., Tough I beams covered with boiler iron, 
and extending down stream for a consider- 
weap able distance, and laid flat upon the bottom 
n and of the river bed, form an apron that the 
water very seldom undermines enough to 
UIS. back up under sufficiently to cause trouble. 


Bulkheads and headgates, framed of iron 
as above, are seldom found to be leaky 
after several years’ use, as is invariably the 
case with wooden gates. The great trouble 
with wooden dam construction is that it 
rots out at the water line, while perfectly 
sound in most other parts. 

The matter of trying to run high-speed 
mitre or bevel gears on a framework of 
wood is something that has been tried 
many a time, and never yet worked satis- 
factorily. On iron, however, such gears 
will stay in place even when run up to the 
limit of speed for gearing. There used to 
be a good deal of complaint made that ma- 
chinery, such as gears, etc., would not last 
well when bolted to an iron frame. 

This was caused by the inferior design 
and construction of the machinery formerly 
in use, and to remedy the defect it was 
customary to put pieces of wood or leather 
between the iron pieces before they were 
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— bolted together. The soft substance thus 
interposed formed a sort of cushion which 
permitted the inferior machinery to revolve 
without tearing things quite to pieces. 

But the perfectly shaped, well-balanced 
machinery of transmission in use to-day 
needs no cushion between the parts of the 

. bearing structure. They can all be bolted 
tight, and the tighter the better for all pur-

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iron shapes come into play in great shape. 
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dation, and it begins to get out of line from 
the time it is started. The wood yields to 
the pressure of the bolts which hold the 
boxes in place, and even atmospheric 
changes help to pull the shaft out of line so 
that more power is consumed than is nec- 
essary when the shafting is hung directly 
to iron posts and timbers. 

There is a way of putting ironwork 
together which has become standard among 
makers of iron framing, and iron ordered 
of one party, and framed by them, will fit 
on iron put up by another concern. In 
order to secure this result, it is only neces- 
sary to specify ‘‘standard connections.” 
This means that each individual shape of 
architectural iron has a certain form of 
clip which is always put on by certain sized 
rivets, in holes spaced a standard distance 
apart. And this is exactly the case. 

When iron is to be worked by the mill 
repair force, it should always be framed 
according to these standard specifications. 
They may be obtained of any manufac- 
turer of rolled iron or steel, and many man- 
ufacturers print them in their catalogues of 
shapes and sizes sent out by them. Sheets 
(blue prints) of these connections can fre- 
quently be obtained of bridge builders and 
iron workers, if they are approached in the 
proper manner. 

But the subject of this paper is being left 
in the background. The water wheel 
should receive close attention and the step 
be looked over to see that there is no im- 
mediate danger of its going down. When 
wheels are set above the water line, there 
is sometimes danger that the step will be- 
come dry. In such cases, burning may 
take place when the wheel is first started, 
before the step becomes wet. 

A cure for such cases is to drill the spider, 
or clamp a flange on the bottom of it in 
such a manner that a pipe may be extended 
right up into the flume, and water forced 
by the direct head into the step. In some 
aggravated instances, it has been necessary 
to put in a small plunger pump, and force 
water with it into the space between the 
step and the pivot. 

See that all the little leaks are stopped in 
the flume, and that the racks are clean and 
Here is another place where the 





No more wood in racks. Put in iron racks, 
and iron framing as well, and you have got 
something worth having. 

Throw out the old leaky penstock, and 
put in a nice boiler-iron conduit which will 
be water tight as long as you live, and last 
forever. In some mills iron penstocks 300 
or 400 feet long have been put in, and have 
given no trouble whatever from thé day 
they were finished. But there is a better 
way. Just pull out the old penstock al- 
together, and put the wheel right up where 
the water is. This is supposing that there 
is no object for bringing the water to the 
mill other than to get the mill where it is 
convenient to have it located. Of course 
there are cases where it is desirable to carry 
the water in a penstock in order to obtain 
the desired head. 

But, other things being right for it, just 
throw away the old penstock and locate the 
wheels where the power is, then put a 
dynamo there and carry the power to the 
mill on a wire, and carry it right direct to 
the machine it is to run, without the inter- 
vention of heavy shafting or slack pulleys, 
and use the power through a little motor, 
coupled direct.

MIAMI VALLEY. 
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DAYTON, Ohio, June 17 , 1897. 

The writer had the privilege of meeting 
several representative traveling men of the 
trade the past week, and if their statements 
gauge business as accurately as the barom- 
eter does the weather, this season’s mid- 
summer conditions differ materially from 
the past. 

The men in question reached nearly all 
quarters, the one whose terminal points 
were western Nebraska, northern Minne- 
sota and southern Georgia making the 
most encouraging report. He represents 
one of the largest concerns in the valley. 

Generally speaking, it is believed that 
business is ‘‘ holding its own” surprisingly 
well. 

In another week the Pan American del- 
egates will have visited the Miami Valley, 
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touching Dayton and Cincinnati.

Hamilton, Ohio, made a combined effort 
to secure a visit of the delegation, but the 
itinerary does not include that hustling city. 
The representatives will remain here an 
entire day and will spend the best part of 


two days in Cincinnati. 


Central and South America have already 
received considerable attention in this city 
and valley, though the effort to establish a 
regular and profitable foreign trade with 


the Latin countries has not heretofore been 
united. Itis thought that this tour of in- 
spection will prove of incalculable benefit 
to all nations concerned. A glance at the

The other 
day the incubator furnished ninety chick- 
ens, one of which was hatched with four 
wings and three legs. The watchman takes 
the matter coolly, and says that if they 
can’t make cordage they'll make curiosities. 
It is manifest that there is no handicap in 
the start.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., June 15, 1897. 

Prices unchanged, but fortunately no 
lower ; orders more numerous though yet 
small, and a better feeling to tradeand con- 
tinued improvement in the tone of the mar- 
ket—such, in brief, are the conditions 
which obtain to-day in Philadelphia. This 
is the opinion I have gathered from men 
representing all branches of the trade, and 
it is corroborated in general mercantile cir- 
cles. Undoubtedly the current is setting 
in, slowly, perhaps, but none the less cer- 
tainly, for an improved, possibly even a 
normal, fvondition of business in the near 
future. 

The most interesting happening of the 
fortnight has been the State award of con- 
tracts for paper. The successful bidders 
were Johnston & Co., of Harrisburg, and 
I. N. Megargee & Co., of this city. The 
prices at which the contracts were taken 
were certainly low, and were somewhat of 
a mild surprise to the trade generally. In 
some quarters the prices were absolutely 
bewildering. 

There has been practically no change in 


stock. It is sh. Prices are no 
lower, because ie baie of many ‘the 


very lowest possible prices have been 
reached. 

The Garrett, Buchanan, Collins Company 
has made application to the State Legisla- 
ture for a change in the firm name to the 
Garrett-Buchanan Company. The change 
was necessitated by the recent withdrawal 
from the firm of C. W. Collins, who left to 
become vice-president of the York Haven 
Paper Company. There is to be no change 
in the composition of the new company 
from what now constitutes the Garrett, 
Buchanan, Collins Company. Notice of the 
proposed change of name has been pub- 
lished. 

The Trades League—which numbers 
among its directors such well-known men 
as A. G. Elliot, chairman of the press 
committee and member of the committee 
on freight transportation and finance; 
William H. Nixon, member of the com- 
mittee on harbor and navigation, and 
Arthur H. Lee, member of the committees 
on press and law—has just issued a num- 
ber of the 7rades League News, which 
is replete with valuable information for 
business men, and contains matter of per- 
manent value. The articles contained in it 
have been prepared by business men thor- 
oughly acquainted with the topics whereon 
they write. Mr. Elliot, for instance, has 
an article on ‘‘ The Port of Philadelphia,” 
which aims to revive the once important 
part taken by the city’s water front. There 
are other valuable articles dealing with 
the ‘‘stop-over” privilege, the Phila- 
delphia Commercial Museums, the Trades 
League, pooling, the telephone question, 
commercial waterways and their economies. 
The largest space is devoted to the admira- 
ble exposition of the Scottish banking sys- 
tem given recently to the business men of 
the city, without distinction as to class, by 
Professor Robert Ellis Thompson, presi- 
dent of the Boys’ Central High School. 
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trade papers which may be constantly 
found on file in the rooms of the league. 
Tue Paper TrapvE Journat is included, 
and it is the only paper devoted to the 
trade which the management of the league 
has given a place. The American Sta- 
tioner, too, is likewise the only national 
stationery trade journal on the files, and 
withit thereisthe Printer and Bookmaker. 
The fact that these papers are preserved to 
the exclusion of all others is an unmistak- 
able indication of the regard in which the 
league, which is the representative com- 
mercial body of the city, holds them. 

O. W. Spratt, who has been connected 
with the Américan Baptist Publication So- 
ciety in various capacities for more than 
twenty-seven years, has resigned his posi- 
tion because of threatened nervous prostra- 
tion. Rev. Dr. Rowland, corresponding 
secretary of the society, has written a letter 
to Mr. Spratt, in which he declares that Mr. 
Spratt has proven himself to be a most 
faithful and efficient worker. It is with 
much regret that the society parts with his 
valuable services. 

Letters of administration have been 
granted to William Garrett on the estate 
of his father, the late Casper Garrett, who 
died intestate on May 23, leaving an estate 
valued at $325,000. His large fortune will 
be apportioned according to the provisions 
of the intestate law to nis heirs, Eliza- 
beth Garrett, his widow; William Garrett, 
his son; and Laura E. Garrett, his daugh- 
ter. The business of C. S. Garrett & Son 
is being continued by William Garrett on 
the original lines. 

Mrs. Bloomfield H. Moore has as yet 
made no answer to the petition made by 
her son, because of her alleged unsound 
mind, asking for her removal from the di- 
rection of the firm of Jessup & Moore. She 
has still, however, until the 19th to file her 
answer. She is at presentin Paris. The 
unfortunate and deeply regretted condi- 
tions which made it necessary for her son 
to take the step which he did were recently 
set forth in these columns. 

Inventories have been filed in the estate 
of M. Carey Lea, the well-known book 
publisher, whose estate has been appraised 
at $64,837.49. The inventory shows the 
value of the books and chemical apparatus 
bequeathed to the Franklin Institute to be 
$600. 

The Charles M. Stoever & Co. baseball 
team, which recently won a victory over 
the team from I. N. Megargee & Co., has 
been challenged to a game .om Saturday 
next by a team representing George An- 
thony & Co. 

The American Library Association, 
which was organized in this city in 1876, is 
to hold its annual convention here on June 
21 and the week succeeding. 

Judge Butler has overruled the motion 
for a new trial in the case of Dominick 
Boczkaukas, publisher of a newspaper in 
Mahanoy City, who was recently convicted 
of publishing indecent articles in his paper 
and depositing them in the mails. He was 
fined $100 and costs. The paper is pub- 
lished in the Lithuanian language. 

William Greiner, the handsome salesman 
for C. M. Stoever & Co., recently took a 
trip tothe mountains. His ostensible pur- 
pose was to fish fordrum. Fancy his as- 
tonishment and joy when the mountaineers 
informed him that no ‘‘ drummers” had 
been caught in those parts for years. 

George Wills, who-claims to reside on 
Dock street, was held in $1,000 bail by 
Magistrate South, at Central Station, last 
week on the charge of uttering a forged in- 
strument of writing, it being in evidence 
that he had presented a bill for $10 for an 
advertisement in A/ack's Buyers’ Manual, 
which was said to be published in Pittsburg 
and was said to contain the records of 
business houses in the principal cities of 
the United States.

Encouraged by the promise of clear 
weather I left town early last Thursday 
morning, but before reaching the city of 
Pawtucket the rain came on again and I 
was obliged to do the town in a hack, at the 
rate of a dollar an hour. 

Now the little city of Pawtucket, R. I., 
with its 30,000 population, is a very thriving 
place when business forces its manufactur- 
ing industries to full productions. Among 
the industries of the city the manufacture 
of fine bristol board, card board, surfaced 
coated paper, glazed paper, etc., takes a 
very prominent position. Although no 
statistics are at hand to which I might refer 
at this writing, I think that Pawtucket can 
lay claim to the fact that in the production 
of these specialties the city occupies a lead- 
ing position. 

In this business the name of Linton was 
early associated, and the Lintons of Paw- 
tucket still hold their interests in the busi- 
ness, three of the four concerns there hav- 
ing one or more of the Lintons at the head 
of the firm. 

The Rhode Island Cardboard Company 
dates back to 1844, when all cardboard was 
made by hand, and at that time by Bliss, 
Potter & Co., the early predecessors of the 
present company, which became incorpora- 
ted in 1886. The business of this company 
is under the management of Lowell Emer- 
son, president. and Walter H. Stearns, sec- 
retary and treasurer. The productions of 
the company comprise cards and cardboards 
of every description and coated lithograph 
stock. 

Linton Brothers & Co., of Pawtucket, are 
credited with the distinction of being the 
largest manufacturers of bristol and card 
board in the United States. 
and Benjamin M. Jackson constitute the 
management, and to them the success of 
the firm’s businessisdue. The present firm 
was established over twenty years ago. 

Away back in the middle ‘‘ seventies,” 
when Jacob Hyman & Son, of New York, 
failed, the paper-coating machinery of that 
firm was bought by the Linton Brothers and 
set up in Pawtucket, that being the first in- 
troduction of machinery into the business 
of that city. 

The Pawtucket Glazed Paper Company, 
of which Hugh Linton is treasurer, is an- 
other concern that contributes to the mag- 





papers and chromo boards, white glazed 
papers, manilla band stock and cardboard 
are the products of that company. 

The Orient Card and Paper Company has 
been succeeded by the firm of R. W. & 
J. S. Linton, which manufactures surface- 
coated papers, cardboard, glazed papers 
and varnish label papers. The plant is 
owned by the Lintons, who make up the 
new firm, and by them was leased to the 
Orient Card and Paper Company, which 
concern failed some months ago, after 
running about ten years. R. W. & J. S. 
Linton began to operate the plant last 
April, and since then have been quite 
busy. R. W. Linton gives his ‘personal 
attention to the manufacturing end of the 
business, and J. S. Linton has the man- 
agement of the sales department. Both 
gentlemen are fully conversant with the 
details of the business, and from their long 
experience understand the requirements of 
those having use for the different lines of 
goods produced bythe firm. Such is the 
story of my findings at Pawtucket. 

Providence was the next place visited, 
and, speaking meteorologically, I got an- 
other wet reception, for it was still raining. 
To get out of the wet I dropped into’ the 
office of the Mathieson Alkali Works, and 
had the pleasure of an interview with Mr. 
Arnold, the head of this manufacturing 
enterprise. Mr. Arnold has interested him- 
self in this enterprise with the view of sup- 
plying the home market with soda ash, 
caustic soda, and bleaching powders in 
competition with foreign manufacturers. 
About a year and a half ago the company 
went into this business experimentally at 
Saltville, Va., where, after an investment 
of $2,000,000, as stated, the success of the 
enterprise was established. Encouraged by 
that success the company has erected ex- 
tensive works at Niagara Falls, which are 


now nearing completion, and by August | Sparks Manufacturing Company with en- 
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next will be producing about 25 tons of 
bleaching powders per day. This produc- 
tion, it is said, will be increased to 75 or 
100 tons a day later. 


As is well known to paper manufacturers, 

a duty on bleaching powders ranging from 
4 to 4% cents a pound is proposed in the 
new tariff bill, and this duty the promoters 
of the Mathieson Alkali Works claim is 
necessary for their self-protection. While 
some paper manufacturers oppose this duty 
on the ground that it will increase the cost 
of bleaching powders, the claim is made 
by those asking for the duty that the selling 
price will be less than present quotations 
when the product of the American produc- 
ers is placed on the market in competition 
with foreign brands. The point is made 
that for the past few years the price of 
bleaching powders has been largely in- 
creased in this market by the consolidation 
of the foreign manufacturers, who have a 
monopoly of this market and regulate the 
price. The yearly consumption of bleaching 
powders in this country is said to be 50,000 
tons, and it is claimed that the United Al- 
kali Company, of England, will make a 
strong fight to hold the market when the 
product of the American manufacturers is 
offered, so that prices will be lower than 
they have been since consumers have 
been in the power of the English 
combination, even with the duty that is 
asked for. With the proposed duty the 
American manufacturers feel that they have 
some little protection, and while the price 
will godown asmall margin of profit may be 
realized. Without this competition paper 
makers will continue to pay the high prices 
which the English combination demands. 
It would seem, therefore, if the results of 
the proposed duty should be as outlined in 
the argument presented, that paper makers 
should welcome the duty and encourage 
the Mathieson Alkali Works people in their 
efforts to secure it. 

My next ‘‘stop over” was in Lawrence, 
Mass., the day following. 

I saw Byron F. Horne, of the J. H. Horne 
& Sons Company, who had just returned 
from a day's visit to the millof the Niagara 
Falls Paper Company, whose paper ma- |” 
chines had been damaged alittle by fire re- 
cently. The J. H. Horne & Sons Company 
had been called upon to make the repairs. 
One machine, he said, would be started 
again this week andthe other later. George 
B. Burnham, the company's salesman, 
started for Japan some few weeks ago 
in the interests of pending. business for 
his company, aad while ea 
over for a few days in Quebec to confer with 
the Laurentide Pulp Company at Grand 
Mére. The result was that the J. H. Horne 
& Sons Company received orders for ten 
of the ‘‘Horne” patent beaters and for 
four Jordans. This order must be filled 
by November 1, as the Laurentide Pulp 
Company hopes to start up its new paper 
mill by the first part of the coming year. 
This new plant, it is said, will be a four- 
machine mill, and will produce news for 
export. To meet the cost of the new 
plant the capital stock of the Laurentide 
Pulp Company has been increased from 
$300,000 to $900,000. These orders from 
the Laurentide Company will serve to keep 
the shops of the J. H. Horne & Sons Com- 
pany busy for a few weeks, and other 
orders will no doubt come to hand later, 
for the company is constantly after orders 
—that’s its business. 

Just next to its officesin the rear the com- 
pany is building a new drafting room. On 
the cars just alongside of the shop were seen 
two beaters just ready for shipment and 
marked ‘‘ Rumford Falls Paper Company, 
Rumford Falls, Me.” 

The Dillon Machine Company, of Law- 
rence, was found to be very busy. The 
company was rushing things a little to get 
Saturday shipments ready. A set of ** Dil- 
lon’s” doctors for Orr & Co., at Troy, N. Y., 
and some sixty-eight doctors for the Hudson 
River Paper Company, the last of an order 
for ninety-two, were being finished up. The 
shipments of the previous week included 
one of the company’s patent Jordans to the 
Rumford Falls Paper Company, that Jordan 
having a capacity of 40 tons and weighing, 
all set up, about 7,000 pounds. 

A call upon the Emerson Manufacturing 
Company elicited the information that the 
company had recently taken quite a con- 
tract to fix up and equip the mills of the 


gines, Jordans, steam engine and boiler 
plant. pumps, shafting, pulleys, etc. The 
company is running full time, employing 
some fifty men. Recent shipments included 
Jordans to the Royal Paper Mills Com- 
pany. East Angus, Que., and to the How- 
land Paper Company, Sandy Hill, N. Y. 

The Lawrence Machine Company re- 
ported running overtime, and the Dus tin 
Machine Company reported some little im- 
proved call for mill repair work. The Dus- 
tin Machine Company is the builder of the 
‘‘ Finlay” paper cutter, so many of which 
are in use among paper mills, 

And, by the by, I chanced to see Wm. G. 
Finlay while in Lawrence. The last men- 
tion given Mr, Finlay was several weeks 
agoin connection with the failure of theMil 
ton Paper Company, which bought out and 
succeeded the Finlay-Shurtleff Paper Com- 
pany, whose mill was located at Milton, N.H. 
At the meeting of creditors Wm. K. Shurtleff, 
treasurer of the company, in explanation of 
the causes that led to the company’s failure, 
said things that were not very complimen- 
tary to his former associate, Mr. Finlay. 
Mr, Finlay at the time was in Scotland, and 
he has never had the opportunity of telling 
the company's creditors his side of the 
story. As he had sold his interests in the 
company he possibly thought that he was not 
called upon to say anything, although he 
does take exceptions to the remarks made 
by Mr. Shurtleff. The cause of the failure 
Mr. Finlay shows was not of his making, 
and if the story he relates is true. and he 
gives evidence of its truthfulness, Mr. Fin- 
lay has been very much abused by his late 
business associates. Some time in the fu- 
ture it may be in order to enlarge upon Mr. 
Finlay's story, but at present let it suffice 
to say that Mr. Finlay is not as black as Mr. 
Shurtleff painted him. 

Some time to-day the sale of the mill of 
the Milton Paper Company is to take place 
at Lynn, Mass., the sale being made to sat- 
isfy the claim uf a Lynn bank which helda 
mortgage on the property. It is doubtful 
if unsecured creditors will ever realize a 
cent, a fact that they seemed to admit long 
weeks ago. 

Dropping my pena half hour ago I ran 
out to see what was going on in local trade 
circles, but I returned without an item. 
Everybody is off viewing the ball game. 
In one office in the Hancock Building I 
found a pretty typewritist doing up her 
back hair, and upon inquiring for Mr. K., 
she said: ‘ He is not in this afternoon.” 
“Out of town again?” I asked "No, not 
gxactly,” the little maiden, hesitat- 
ingly, ‘* but truth is he has gone to the 
baseball game.” Now that is a fact.

APPLETON, Wis., June 15, 1897. 

The trend of trade seems to be toward 
increased quietness, though the change 
from last week is of comparatively small 
dimensions. Such being the case there is 
very little that is new to be talked about. 
Some of the mills report that business is 
good with them, and others talk differently. 
It is probable that the volume of business 
has not changed very materially. ‘This part 
of the country for the past three days has 
been enjoying its first taste of summer 
weather, the mercury during the day 
registering well up in the nineties. Vaca- 
tions are commencing to be talked about, 
but some of the manufacturers say it would 
be easier for them to get away if there was 
a little more business instead of a little 
less, as they feel they ought to be on deck 
and cleared for action in case any orders 
are discerned upon the horizon. If work 
could be mapped out ahead a little better 
it would be easier for them to leave things 
to themselves for a week or two. 

There has been no great change in the 
level of water in the lake, and power re- 
mains ample for all purposes. Fishing is 
better this season than ever before in its his- 
tory, and the papers to-day report that 
during the past two days not less than 
5,000 pounds of game fish have been caught 
with hook and line by people on the bridges 
at Oshkosh. This represents only one 
region of the lake where fishing has been 
carried on.

Last week THE JOURNAL gave to its 
readers the report of an American con- 
sul as to the paper market at Pernam- 
buco, Brazil, and in order that any 
readers who may desire to follow the 
matter up and push sales in that coun- 
try may be posted, we this week pre- 
sent a memorandum of the duties pay- 
able on paper going into that country. 








Tue JourNaL this week closes the 
history of the suit of the St. Clair Pa- 
per Manufacturing Company against 
the Susquehanna Paper Manufacturing 
Company, in which suit Frank R. 
Walker was the central figure. As was 
noted last week, Walker and his co- 
defendant acknowledged that they were 
on the wrong side of the case by agree- 
ing to make no claim to the goods in 
suit provided the plaintiff would stop 
proceedings. This the plaintiff has 
done, having agreed to the proposition 
of the defendants. This is a decided 
victory for THE JoURNAL, which has 
kept the trade posted about Walker's 
doings, and it is to be hoped that here- 
after there will be no mill foolish 
enough to put itself in a position where 
it will have to resort to a like suit in 
order to obtain its right. Any manu- 
facturer who loses his merchandise to 
the same parties under similar circum- 
stances will have only himself to 
blame. 





AT last the Canadian Government is | 


showing a disposition to respond to the 
many appeals which have been made 
to it in the matter of an export duty on 
pulp wood. It is not yet ready to heed 
those appeals, but the Minister of Fi- 
nance has asked that the old resolution 
giving the Government power to im- 
pose export duties on logs and pulp 
wood be re-enacted. He then stated, 
much to the disappointment of the 
Canadians, that the Government did 
not propose to put those duties in force 
at once, but it should merely like to 
have the right to impose them should 
necessity arise, The proposition en- 
countered opposition, and is yet to be 
discussed and determined. The Cana- 
dian Government evidently recognizes 
the fact that it is well to make haste 
slowly. It evidently does not much be- 
lieve in such a duty, for it knows full 
well that it has a very good customer 
on this side of the line, and that under 
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certain circumstances that customer 
might not purchase his supplies at the

PAPER-MILL CONSTRUCTION. 


The question of slow-burning con- 
struction in paper mills has been a live 
topic with manufacturers, especially 
during the last few years. The report of 
the inspector of the Boston Manufactur- 
ers’ Mutual on the recent fire at the Ni- 
agara Falls Paper Company's mill goes 
into a history of the origin and progress 
of the fire very fully. It is believed that 
the fire originated ‘‘from a journal on 
a stack of calenders for the 120-inch 
machine,” the hot journal being near 
the top of the stack. The sprink- 
lers did not quench the flames as speed- 
ily as they were expected to, and the 
inspector, in speaking of this point, 
says: ‘‘The small amount of the loss 
is certainly due to the excellent man- 
agement of the mill rather than to any 
valuable assistance from the automatic 
equipment,” a compliment which 
Colonel Morgan certainly deserves. 

The report of the inspector is printed 
in full by the Journal of Commerce, of 
this city, which adds this comment : 

The foregoing full report of this admir- 
ably managed fire is given for the reason 
that down to a period of but a few years 
since it was considered necessary by the 
owners of paper mills, and the architects 
charged with their construction, to cover 
the machine room with a hollow roof, 
usually a pitched roof sheathed at the level 
ofthe eaves, in order to avoid the con- 
densation of moisture, of which enormous 
quantities are developed in converting the 
prepared pulp into finished paper, that 
moisture being liable to drip both from the 
ceiling and from any nail heads or other 
exposed iron, carrying with it oxide, to the 
injury of the paper. It was with great 
difficulty and only after the underwriters 
had demonstrated the entire practicability of 
making a thick, solid plank roof of such 
material as to be impervious to heat and 
cold, that the roof of the present type, which 
is now adopted on all modern machine 
rooms, was brought into existence. Of 
course, suitable ventilation must be pro- 
vided ; but a roof of this type enabled the 
managers of the Niagara Falls Paper Com- 
pany to put outa fire under dangerous condi- 
tions, with a very small loss, whieh under 
the old conditions of hollow roof would un- 
questionably have led to a very large and 
perhaps total loss of the risk. It is to the 
end that this point may call attention to 
the merits of the solid roof of low pitch, 
free of hollow spaces, that this very com- 
plete report has been submitted. 

The following explanation of the ap- 
parent inefficiency of the automatic 
sprinkler equipment has been received 
from Colonel Morgan since the forego- 
ing report was made :

Times were 
hard in the paper trade, I had been told, 
but I never realized what suffering that en- 
tailed until I encountered the following in- 
stance in the course of my daily walks and 
talks with paper people this week: 


The New York representative of a cer- 
tain paper-manufacturing concern down in 
New Hampshire, which turns out 40,000 
pounds of manillas more than any other 
mill in the town where it is located, blew 
into his office all aglow with a new hat and 
perspiration. He had several packages un- 
der hisarm. ‘ Hello,” he said, ** I've been 
out buying some summer togs. Going out 
cycling with my best girl Sunday—Coney, 
you know—and I must look decent despite 
the hard times. But, say, maybe I didn’t 
have to economize—they’re not giving 
dinners away at Coney, yet, that I have 
heard, and so I had to go easy.” 


He then proceeded to open his pack- 
ages and show me his purchases. ‘‘ Now 
this is what I call a bargain,” he exclaim- 
ed enthusiastically, as he held up a 
wonderful kaleidoscopic creation in shirt- 
ings, ‘it’s guaranteed to be 75 per cent. 
soda fibre and 25per cent. ground wood, 
and all it cost me was 98 cents. Isn't it 
a beaut?” There was no denying it, it 
was a ‘‘ beaut.” 


‘*For this hat,” he continued, ‘I paid 
48 cents—dirt cheap. And here we have 
a dozen wash ties for 25 cents ; altogether, 
$1.71 for a summer outfit.” I turned away 
sick at heart. Could this be the man that 
was once regarded among the Morse 
Building tenants as the glass of fashion 
and the mould of form? I asked myself. 
Could this be he who once aspired to the 
high position held by the late lamented 
Ward McAllister? Plumbing himself for 
the summer on a dollar and seventy-one 
cents? I shuddered. Times must be 
hard in the paper trade. 


Ever heard of a wife who regarded her 
husband's club with feelings other than 
those of abhorrence and who didn’t char- 
acterize it as ‘ta dreadful nuisance,” ‘‘ de- 
testable,” and who didn’t apply many such 
choice epithetsto it? ‘‘ Such a wife would 
be a pearl among women,” growled a port- 
ly paper man of my acquaintance who is 
given to ‘‘staying out late o’ nights, to 
wildness and much company.” Well, there 
zs such a ‘“‘pearl among women.” The 
Duane street dealer in manillas has her, 
and although it has never been my extreme 
good fortune to meet the lady, I venture to 
suppose that the dealer in question has 
long ere this discovered for himself what a 
‘* jewel” he is possessed of.

Commission Suit Decided. 





Tue TiconpgeroGaA Company Must Pay 
$1,600 anp Costs. 

The publication in the last issue of 7he 
American Stationer of the decision reached 
by the jury in the case of Joseph L, St. 
John versus the Ticonderoga Pulp and 
Paper Company, tried in Part V. of the 
Supreme Court of New York last week, 
whereby the defendant company was 
ordered to pay the plaintiff the full amount 
of the commission of $1,600, with interest 
from Apri] 28, 1895, when the Ticonderoga 
Company was awarded the contract for 
supplying to the Government the internal 
revenue stamp paper for that year, together 
with the costs and disbursements of the 
action, has aroused no inconsiderable in- 
terest among both stationers and paper men. 
J. L. St. John, the plaintiff in the action, is 
well known in the stationery trade as the 
New York agent for a syndicate of manu- 
facturers of paper, envelopes, papeteries, 
pads, tablets, and also a United States 
Government contractor. The Ticonderoga 
Pulp and Paper Company, on the other 
hand, is a large manufacturer of chemical 
fibre, writing, book and news paper. 


How THe TrovusLe STARTED. 

The case grew out of a bid which the 
Ticonderoga Pulp and Paper Company put 
in through J. L. St. John for the contract to 
furnish the Government with the paper to be 
used in the printing of United States inter- 
nal revenue stamps during the year ending 
June 30, 1896. J. L. St. John was com- 
missioned by the Ticonderoga Com- 
pany to represent it in presenting 
and laying its bid before the Treasury 
Department. The company agreed to pay 
Mr. St. Johna commission of 24 per cent. 
on the amount of the bid, if the bid should 
be accepted by the Treasury Department. 
The bid was accepted on April 24, 1895. 
The Ticonderoga Company refused to sign 
the contract to furnish the paper after its bid 
was accepted, however, claiming that the 
contract required it to make the paper by a 
certain formula, not its own, and which it 
could not agree todo. The company then 
retired and the contract went to the next 
lowest bidder, the New York and Pennsyl- 
vania Company, which supplied the paper 
for that year. The Ticonderoga Company 
refused to pay Mr. St. John’s commission, 
and the latter brought suit, with the result 
noted. The defendant has served notice of 
appeal, and the case will come up before 
the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court in October. 


InTEREsTING Birs or Testimony. 

The case was tried before Judge Daly 
and a jury in Part V. of the Supreme Court 
Thursday and Friday of last week. Ed- 
wards, Ryan & Lawyer were the attorneys 
for the plaintiff. The deposition of Lyman 
J. Gage, Secretary of the Treasury of the 
United States, was taken in Washington 
before Commissioner Frank Evans and pro- 
duced in court. Secretary Gage testified 
from information received from the officers 
of the Internal Revenue Bureau and the 
records of that office that the Ticonderoga 
Pulp and Paper Company submitted an 
offer to supply the department with paper 
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for revenue stamps, with six samples at 
prices ranging from $3.74 to $4.70 per 100 
pounds. The bid for paper at $3.74 was 
accepted, The sample accepted passed the 
test of the board appointed to examine the 
papers submitted. The contract, which, 
though drawn up, was not entered into by 
the company, called for about 800,000 
pounds. The actual amount needed and 
supplied that year was 510,990 pounds. In 
his deposition Secretary Gage stated in 
reply to the interrogatory as to why the 
defendant’s offer to supply the paper 
quoted at $3.74 was finally rejected ‘‘ De- 
partment supposed that sample No. 6 con- 
tained the materials specified in the con- 
tract and notified defendant of acceptance 
of the bid with that understanding. When 
contract was presented for defendant's sig- 
nature Mr. DeLano, president of defend- 
ant company, appeared at the office of the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue and ex- 
plained that the samples submitted did not 
contain the materials specified in the con- 
tract. The contract was not, therefore, 
entered into.” 

To the re-direct interrogatory which fol- 
lowed next: ‘* Is it the practice or custom of 
the department when it sends out circulars 
inviting bids or offers, and stating in such 
circulars certain requirements which must 
be complied with, to consider bids or offers 
which are not in conformity with the re- 
quirements stated in such circulars?” Sec- 
retary Gage replied: ‘Ifthe bids are evi- 
dently not in conformity with the terms of 
the circular, it is the custom of the depart- 
ment not to consider them.” 

The reason for this line of questioning be- 
came apparent when Attorney Ryan read 
from the department circular inviting pro- 
posals, referred to above, as follows : ‘‘The 
paper must, in respect to composition, siz- 
ing, strength and calendering, be equal to 
the samples of the paper now used in the 
printing of internal revenue stamps, which 
are to be found for examination at the office 
of the Commissioner of Internal Revenue. 
* * * |” It was the contention of the 
plaintiff that the Ticonderoga Company 
could not have intelligently-read the de- 
partment circular and consistently have 
taken the ground which it did afterwards. 
The plaintiff urged more weighty reasons, 
which his counsel declared were being 
carefully kept in the background. 

When J. L. St. John took the stand new 
light was thrown on the subject. Mr. St. 
John testified that on the day following 
the contract award, Clayton H. De 
Lano, president of the Ticonderoga 
Pulp and Paper Company, had come to 
his office and stated that he (DeLano) 
had just come from Col. A. G. Paine, of 
the New York and Pennsylvania Company, 
and that Colonel Paine had told him that he 
would lose $20,000 if he undertook the con- 
tract. ‘‘ Mr, DeLano said he wished hecould 
throw up the contract,” testified Mr. St. 
John, *‘ and added that he would willingly 
pay $1,000 to be released. Colonel Paine’s 
company subsequently filled the order at 
$4.60 per 100 pounds, instead of $3.74, the 
Ticonderoga figure.” 

When President De Lano was asked if 
this eonversation as reported by Mr. 
St. John was correct he said he could not 
recall it. Col. A. G. Paine m&de a some- 
what similar reply to a reporter for this 
paper when asked if he had ever made such 
a statement to Mr. De Lano. ‘It is so 
long ago now,” said the colonel, ‘‘that I 
should have to refresh my memory before 
I could answer your question either one 
way or the other.” 

The cross-examination of President De 
Lano developed a new sensation. It was 
conducted by Attorney Ryan for the plain- 
tiff. Here are some excerpts: 

By Attorney Ryan. Qwestion—Mr. Delano, you 
are intimately acquainted with Col. A. G. Paine, of 
the New York and Pennsylvania Company, are 
you not? 

A. 1 am. 

Q. Is the New York and Pennsylvania Company 
a stockholder in the Ticonderoga Pulp and Paper 
Company ? 

A. It is not. 

Q. Did youever buy any goods of the New York 
and Pennsylvania Company ? 

A. 1 never did. 

Q. Now, Mr. De Lano, did you not receive at 
one time three carloads of soda pulp from the New 
York and Pennsylvania Company ? 

A. Oh, yes; I did. I had forgotten that. 

Q. What did you pay for this pulp? 

A. 1 do not recollect. 

Q. When did you receive this pulp ? 

A. About eighteen months ago. 

Q. That was about the time you refused to fill 
this Government order, was it not? 

A. I believe so—yes. 

Q. Now, then, what did you pay for this pulp? 

A. 1 do not recollect. 

Q. Did you pay anything? 

A. I paid 2 cents a pound. 

Q. (By attorney for defendant) Was that the mar- 


ket price at that time ? 
A. It was. 


Attorney for the defense then moved 
to strike out allthe testimony in reference 
to the soda-pulp matter, but the court over- 
ruled the motion. 

** Proor oF THE PupDING.” 

During the course of Mr, St. John’s cross- 
examination he was asked to explain how 
he came to telegraph the Ticonderoga Com- 


pany two days ahead of the official an- 
nouncement by the department that the 
contract hadbeen awarded to the company. 
He said: ‘‘ Well, it’s a long time ago now. 
I have a few friends in Washington. The 
proof of the pudding is in the eating. And 
the contract was awarded.” 

When seen abuut tne case Col. A. G. 
Paine, of the New York and Pennsylvania 
Company, stated in addition to the reply 
quoted above that if his company had held 
the contract for internal revenue stamp 
paper each year since the Ticonderoga 
Pulp and Paper Company had bid and won 
the contract award, he would be only too 
glad to get rid of it. ‘‘ There is no money 
in it,” he said. 

‘* What, not even at $4.50 per 100 pounds?” 
he was asked. 

‘There is no money in it at any price,” 
he replied. 

The New York representative of the 
Ticonderoga Pulp and Paper Company 
when seen about the suit declined to be 
interviewed for publication. 

WILL THE GOVERNMENT Brinc Suir? 

It was stated yesterday that the Govern- 
ment was only waiting for the outcome of 
this commission suit to institute proceed- 
ings against the Ticonderoga Company it- 
self. This opens up another interesting 
line of inquiry. It is a fact that the with- 
drawal of the Ticonderoga Pulp and Paper 
Company’s bid in 1895 cost the Government 
between $7,000 and $8,000 more than 
if the Ticonderoga Company had filled the 
order. This money was paid out to the 
New York and Pennsylvania Company, 
which secured the contract when the Ticon- 
deroga Company withdrew. 

These were the bids submitted in 1895: 
Ticonderoga Pulp and Paper Company, 
$3.74, $3.87, $3.98, $4.20, $4.45 and$4.70 ; 
J. H. Walker, $5.24, $4.99; New York 
and Pennsylvania Company, $4.60; Alex- 
ander Balfour, $5. 

In 1896 the bidders were: I. N. Megar- 
gee & Co., $4.40; Dill & Collins, $6.40, 
$5.40; Bacon Paper Company, $6.20, $5.28, 
$4.58; New York and Pennsylvania Com- 
pany, $4.50, $5.00; J. H. Walker, $4.99. 
The New York and Pennsylvania Company 
was awarded the contract for 1896, at $4.50. 
In 1897 the contract was changed, and for 
the first time no samples were required. 
The bidders this year were: Excelsior 
Paper Company, $4.95; Dill & Collins, $5; 
J. H. Walker, $5; New York and Pennsyl- 
vania Company, $4.50 ; Bacon Paper Com- 
pany, $4.47. 

Wuy tHe Lowest Bipper Was Unsuc- 

CESSFUL. 

Bids were opened on April 28. The 
Bacon Paper Company, it was found, was 
the lowest bidder. The company did not, 
however, secure the prize. April 29th the 
Broadway Bank, of this city, called on 
J. A. Bacon, of the Bacon Paper Company, 
for a loan of $100,000, which, it is alleged, 
was the cause of the Bacon Paper Company 
making an assignment. On May 1 the fol- 
lowing letter was received by the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue, Washington, 
= NEw YORK, May 1, 1897. 

Sir—Untrue reports are being circulated 
through the newspapers and otherwise to the 
effect that the Bacon Paper Company has failed 
and some of its properties have been attached, and 
as this will probably be brought to your attention 
for the purpose of diverting the award of your 
paper contract, on which we were the lowest 
bidder, to some other bidder, we desire to assure 
you that the reports as circulated are unfounded. 
The whole truth is that Mr. J. A Bacon, for 
his own purpose, has temporarily placed his prop- 
erty in the hands of a trustee. There will be no 
effect whatever in the conduct of our paper busi- 
ness. Our offices will ali remain open as usual, 
and our mills will be run asbefore. In addition to 
this we desire to say that our contract, should it 
be awarded to us, will have all the guarantees that 
you can demand or desire, and in any shape that 
may seem to you necessary. Very respectfully

Despite this letter and the fact that the 
Bacon Company's bid was the lowest, the 
contract for this year’s paper was for the 
third time awarded to the New York and 
Pensylvania Company, the Government 

giving as a reason that the difference in 
price was so slight that it preferred to have 
the paper made by the New York and Penn- 
sylvania Company, because that company 
knew just what was wanted and just how 
the Government wanted the work done.

Paper pulp, of any quality, for the manu- 
facture of paper, .01 per kilog., or about 10 
per cent. ad valorem. 

Paper, for writing and drawing, of any 
quality, white or colored, plain or ruled, 
.218c. per kilog., or about 48 per cent.; 
with gilt edges, stamped, ruled for com- 
merce, bordered, or with headings, paint- 
ing, engraving, embossing or monograms, 
.546c. per kilog., or 48 per cent. 

Printing paper, plain and common, for 


journals, has been reduced since December 
6, 1896, from .10c. to .01c. per kilog. 

Glazed and all other qualities, .10c. per 
kilog., or 15 per cent. ad valorem. 

Painted, printed, dyed or colored, plain, 
figured or moroccoed, for binding and sim- 
ilar uses, .273c. per kilog., or about 48 per 
cent. ad valorem. : 

Paper, gilt or silvered, real or imitation 
.873 per kilog., or 48 per cent. 

Albuminized or chloridated, for photog- 
raphy, $1.41 per kilog., or 48 per cent, 

Blotting and filtering, .163c., or 48 per 
cent. 

Packing paper, not printed, .109c. per 
kilog.; printed, .827c. per kilog., or about 
48 per cent. 

White or colored satin paper for lithog- 
raphy or typography was reduced on De- 
cember 18 last from .109c. to .054c. per 
kilog.

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turers for the illegal use of water, which 
were to have come up this week for trial, 
have been continued for the term. 

B. L. Cornish, of Oshkosh, one of the 
stockholders in the Howard Paper Com- 
pany, was in Menasha this week, and re- 
ported that the Menasha mill of the corpo- 
ration would be started up before long. 
The property, which has been idle for 
several months, has been leased to outside 
parties, who will manufacture print paper 
exclusively. Before starting up again the 
mill will be thoroughly gone over, and the 
necessary repairs and improvements made. 
Mr. Cornish stated that he thought the out- 
look was for better times very soon, and 
predicted that when the tariff bill was 
passed there would be a speedy improve- 
ment, which would be felt in the paper- 
making industry as well as all others. 

The mill of the Whiting Paper Company 
at Menasha has been shut down for several 
days in order to permit of improvements 
being made for which the company has 
been awaiting an opportunity for many 
weeks. The wire of the paper machine is 
being lengthened 5 feet and four top dryers 
added. In addition to these things minor 
repairs are being made around the mill 
wherever required. 

The mill of the Gilbert Paper Company, 
at Menasha, was also down for a day or two 
last week, to permit of repairs being made 
to the steam boilers. Itis now in operation 
again as usual, 

The Ashland Sulphite Fibre Company has 
filed an amendment to its articles of incor- 
poration, increasing its capital stock from 
$76,000 to $100,000. 

Great interest is again being taken just 
now in the revival of the electric inter- 
urban railway project to connect the paper- 
making cities of the Fox River Valley and 
to operate a line from Appleton to the 
north end of Lake Winnebago, a distance of 
about 8 miles, where a fine summer resort 
will be built. Henry C. Payne, of Milwau- 
kee, the well-known Republican politician, 
and president of the Milwaukee street rail- 
way lines, has interested himself in the 
matter. Many of the necessary franchises 
have been secured, so that all that is left to 





get is the necessary right of way through the 
streets of this city. A meeting of the city 
council is to be held to-morrow night, at 
which time the franchise will be introduced, 
and if it is passed work upon the construc- 
tion of the line will be commenced before 
the end of the present week. It is devout- 
ly hoped by almost all the people that noth- 
ing will occur this time to block the wheels 
of progress, as the advantage to all the 
cities on the line would be very great. 

C. B. Pride, of this city, returned last 
night from a trip to the region of Duluth, 
where he is making a survey of a great 
water power. He says there is a fall of 67 
feet, which he calculates will furnish 6,000 
horse-power. The survey will not be com- 
pleted for about two months longer. He is 
also making other water-power surveys in 
northern Michigan and Wisconsin, and re- 
ports that if times pick up any there will be 
alot of new industries located throughout 
these regions, where at present little exists 
save forests. 

The foundation walls for the new addi- 
tion to the mill of the Falls Manufacturing 
Company, at Oconto Falls, are nearly com- 
pleted, and work upon the wooden super- 
structure will soon be commenced. 

Frances Machiski, employed in the mill 
of the Strange Paper Company, at Menasha, 
caught the sleeve of her dress on a revolv- 
ing shaft one day last week, and suffered a 
badly sprained wrist. No bones were 
broken. 

Frank Hoberg, of the Hoberg Paper 
Company, of Green Bay, has been granted 
a patent upon a new toilet-paper holder. 

The Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
Railway Company is building a new depot 
at Nekoosa, to be used for both the pas- 
senger and freight business. 

Superintendent A. W. Paul, of the Badger 
Paper Company, of Kaukauna, and Mrs. 
Paul,celebrated the twenty-fifth anniversary 
of their marriage last week. About twenty 
friends called at their home to assist them 
in so doing, bearing with them a good 
many little tokens of remembrance of the 
event. The occasion was a very delightful 


one in every way.

Fires. A Mill Watchman Attacked.

What is thought to have been an attempt 
to burn the mill of the Fox Paper Company, 
Lockland, Ohio, was made June 8. 

The watchman was going the rounds, 
when far into the evening two men asked 
him if they could sleep in the mill over 
night. He gave his permission, and as they 
entered the mill one of the men hit him 
over the head with aclub. The watchman 
came back at his assailants with his lan. 
tern, and at the same time pulled out his 
revolver and shot in the air. He then 
hurried to awaken a number of employees 
of the mill, telling them of what had trans- 
pired and summoning them to go with him 
after the men who had attacked him. This 
the workingmen refused to do, and the 
watchman pluckily returned alone, but 
found that the men had escaped. The affair 
was reported to the police, and the proprie- 
tor says that when his mill burned before 
it was on account of a fire of mysterious 
origin. Ever since then Major Fox has en- 
deavored to ascertain the cause of the fire, 
but with indifferent success. He is now 
thoroughly convinced that the attack upon 
the watchman was perpetrated by the 
same men who were interested in the burn- 


ing of the mill.

The Case of Frank R. Walker. 


The St. Clair Paper Manufacturing Com- 
pany, of Detroit, Mich., plaintiff in the 
replevin suit against Frank R. Walker, 
representing, with Clarence H. Brown, the 
late Susquehanna Paper Manufacturing 
Company, has advised its attorney in this 
city that it is willing to accept the proposi- 
tion of settlement made last week by the 
defendant's counsel, Franklin Bien, by the 
terms of which the defendant agrees to 
relinquish all claim to the goods replevied, 
and pay the cost of the action. 

When this decision became noised abroad 
among the members of the trade in this 
city it was received with many outspoken 
expressions of regret in certain quarters, 
especially among those who claim to have 
suffered either directly or indirectly by 
Frank R. Walker’s business methods in 
connection with the Susquehanna Paper 
Manufacturing Company and the several 
other concerns with which he has been 
identified, as told in previous issues of Tue 
Paper TRADE JOuRNAL. One member of 
the trade, speaking of the somewhat in- 
glorious ending of what promised to be a 
highly sensational suit, said he would 
willingly subscribe with others to a fund to 
prosecute some of the remaining claims 
against Walker, because he believed that 
the general good of the trade demanded 
that he should be made an example of and 
punished for what he was pleased to term 
his ‘‘ misdeeds.” This paper man states 
that in making this suggestion he is actu- 
ated only by a feeling of good for the en- 
tire trade, and adds that he has never had 
any business dealings himself with Frank 


R. Walker. 
Stitt ANOTHER Swit. 


It would seem, however, as if the trade 
had not yet heard the last of Frank R. 
Walker, for Charles D. Ridgway, attorney 
for the St. Clair Paper Manufacturing Com- 
pany in the present suit, has yet another 
case against him which has been hanging 
fire since June of last year. A suit was in- 
stituted June 26, 1896, in the City Court of 
New York, by Eber Richards and Frederick 
B. Richards, doing business under the firm 





name of E. Richards & Son, Ticonder- 
oga, N. Y., against Clarence H. Brown 
and Frank R. Walker, doing business as 
the Susquehanna Paper Manufacturing 
Company, alleging that on April 21, 1896, 
E. Richards & Son sold and Gelivered to 
the Susquehanna Paper Manufacturing 
Company 600 bundles of pulp at $168.39, to 
be paid for within thirty days. The com- 
plaint alleges that when the money became 
due payment thereof was demanded and 
the defendants refused to pay. The 
plaintiffs demanded judgment for the sum 
of $168.37, with interest from May 21, 1896, 
besides the costs of the action. 


Franklin Bien, attorney for Frank R. 
Walker, put in an answer to this suit deny- 
ing all the allegations in the complaint 
and demanding that the same be dismissed. 
There is now every indication that this 
case will be shortly brought to trial. 


REvIEW OF THE St. CLaiR CASE. 

The St. Clair Paper Manufacturing Com- 
pany’s suit against Frank R. Walker was 
begun on June 19, 1896. The text of the 
original complaint has never been printed. 
It is interesting at this time as showing 
what the defendant Walker, by ceasing to 
contest the suit is evidently willing should 
go on record as un-disproven statements of 
facts. The original complaint alleged that 
the defendants, Clarence H. Brown and 
Frank R. Walker, were in April, 1896, ‘‘ se- 
cretly and without authority of law doing 
business in the city of New York under the 
name of the Susquehanna Paper Manufac- 
turing Company. On the 16th day of 
April, 1896," the complaint continues, 
‘‘in Detroit, Mich., the St. Clair Paper 
Manufacturing Company sold to the Sus- 
quehanna Paper Manufacturing Company 
81,000 pounds of wrapping paper for 
$966 75, to be paid for in cash ten days after 
shipment: The goods were shipped and 
received by the defendants. When the ten 
days had expired the plaintiff drew its 
draft upon the Susquehanna Paper Manu- 
facturing Company for the payment of the 
goods. The draft was not paid.” 

The complaint then further alleges ‘‘ that 
subsequently plaintiff ascertained that the 
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defendants were doing business as co-part- 
ners under the name of the Susquehanna 
Paper Manufacturing Company, and that 
said company never had any existence ; 
that said defendants were utterly insolvent 
and were so at the time they made the pur- 
chase of said goods; * * * that said 
purchase was made with the purpose and 
with the intent of defrauding plaintiff out 
of said goods and with the intention of not 
paying for them at the time of making said 
purchase. 


‘* That learning of the insolvency of the 
defendants, plaintiff,on the 26th and 27th 
days of May, 1896, duly notified defendants 
that it cancelled the said contract of sale 
and disaffirmed the same and demanded 
of them the return of said goods and mer- 
chandise, which were then in the defend- 
ants’ possession and control, but defendants 
refused to return the same or pay for the 
goods, asserting that they had sold the 
same, when, in fact, the goods were then 
on storage for them in the storage ware- 
house of R. J. Dean & Co., in the city of 
New York. 

‘* That the defendants use the name of 
the Susquehanna Paper Manufacturing 
Company in purchasing goods for the pur- 
pose of deceiving sellers in the belief that 
they are selling to the Susquehanna Water 
Power and Paper Company, a corporation 
in the city of New York, with high credit 
and standing, and plaintiff, when it made 
the said sale to the Susquehanna Paper 
Manufacturing Company, supposed it was 
selling and shipping the said goods to the 
said Susquehanna Water Power and Paper 
Company, and not to defendants; that said 
defendants, as the plaintiff is informed and 
believes, procured paper from the Alpena 
Sulphite Fibre Company, of Alpena, Mich., 
amounting to over $1,400, and on April 21, 
1896, pulp from E. Richards & Son, of Ti- 
conderoga, N. Y., amounting to $168.39, by 
the use of said name of the Susquehanna 
Paper Manufacturing Company, they, the 
said sellers, supposing that they were sell- 
ing to said Susquehanna Water Power and 
Paper Company, and not to the defendants, 
and that the defendants after getting pos- 
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session of the said goods refused to pay 
for or return them; that said defendants in 
the month of April, 1896, were dispossessed 
from their offices in the American Tract 
Society Building for non-payment of rent.” 

Grave doubts were expressed at the time 
of the bringing of this suit as to whether such 
a person as Clarence H. Brown ever exist- 
ed. If he did he disappeared as suddenly 
as if the earth had opened and swallowed 
him up. Frank R. Walker's counsel put in 
an answer to the above complaint claiming 
that Walker was simply manager for Clar- 
ence H. Brown, and demanding judgment 
in the sum of $1,400 for the alleged wrong- 
ful detention of the goods at issue. 

An order for the examination of Frank 
R. Walker before trial was secured by At- 
torney Ridgeway. An attempt to have 
this order vacated was made and carried to 
the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court, which denied the motion with costs. 
The date of the examination was then set 
for June 10. Before the day arrived the at- 
torney for the plaintiff received a proposi- 
tion to settle the case out of court. Pend- 
ing this settlement the case was adjourned 
to July 6.

DEXTER, N. Y., June 17, 1897. 

Dr. Charles E. Campbell, president of 
the Dexter Sulphite Pulp and Paper Com- 
pany, spent a few days last week with 
Treasurer Birmingham. Dr. Campbell re- 
sides in New York, and makes frequent 
visits to the big plant here, of which he was 
the founder; indeed, the growth of the town 
of Dexter and of the paper and pulp indus- 
tries at this point are entirely the outgrowth 
of his successful efforts, ably assisted by 
his brother-in-law, E. F. Birmingham. 

The way Dr. Campbell happened to start 
the Dexter Sulphite Pulp and Paper Com- 
pany is quite an interesting story, and will 
doubtlessentertainthe readers of Tue Parer 
TRADE JouRNAL. It seems that in the sum- 
mer of 1888 Dr. Campbell was fishing in 
this vicinity and happened to meet ‘‘Jimmy”: 
Outterson, who at that time was running 
alittle pulp mill at Brownville with two 
old-fashioned Voelter grinders and one wet 
machine, the whole output of the mill 
being about two tons per day. In the 
course of conversation Dr. Campbell made 
a remark of this sort: ‘‘That old woolen 
mill is a fine property, and it seems ashame 
to have it standing idle and going to rack 
and ruin year by year.” Outterson re- 
plied: ‘‘ I wish I owned that mill. I would 
make it pay.” ‘‘ What would you do with 
it?” was Dr. Campbell’s further question. 
Jim answered in his characteristic way: 
“I would put a d—d big sulphite pulp 
plant in there, and it would be a paying in- 
vestment from the start.” It was only a 
short time before the company was formed, 
and things in this dull old town were 
“humping.” Shortly afterward Dr. Camp- 
bell, James Outterson, Fremont W. Spicer, 
and Louis S. Lansing formed the Frontenac 
Paper Company. This seemed to make 
Dexter paper-crazy, and the St. Lawrence 
mills and two wood-pulp mills were soon 
in the procession. 

Dr. Campbell sold out his interest in the 
Frontenac Paper Company a few years ago 
to the Hon. Richard Marcy, of Watertown. 
Two years ago, when the St. Lawrence 
Paper Company was in financial troubles, 
Dr. Campbell and Mr. Birmingham leased 
the mill of the receiver, Chas. L. Parmelee, 
and have been operating it ever since, much 
to the disgust of the parties who bought 
the property at the receiver's sale. Dr. 
Campbell’s lease was for five years and 
was confirmed by the courts. The St. Law- 
fence mills, under Messrs. Campbell and 
Birmingham, have been running constantly, 
and by the appearance of the property suc- 
cessfully. 

The water-right suit has stirred up some 
of the water-power owners terribly. The 
only people who seem to be satisfied are the 
Dexter Sulphite Company and the Fron- 
tenac Company. President Marcy and 
Secretary Lansing, of the Frontenac Paper 
Company, state that while they don't like 
the way in which the various rights are de- 
fined by Judge Hiscock’s decision, yet they 
are very well satisfied, as it does not injure 
them in the least, and in reality benefits 
hem, as it prohibits the parties who have 
been using five or six times as much 
water as they were entitled to from doing 
so any longer; and the keeping of the 
water at the top of the dam pleases them 
as much as it does the Dexter Sulphite peo- 
ple. 

Quite a painful accident occurred at the 
Dexter Sulphite Pulp and Paper Company’s 
mill on Thursday. Theodore La Patra, 
while working on one of the powerful 
saws, brought his hand in contact with 
the saw teeth, taking off part of his thumb 
and forefinger. 

At a sitting this week of the Appellate 
Division of the Supreme Court of the fourth 
department, Chief Justice Hardin handed 
down a decision in the case of Frank J. 
Peck against the Dexter Sulphite Pulp and 
Paper Company, affirming judgment and 
adding all costs, all judges concurring. 

Frank J. Peck is a bookkeeper now em- 
ployed by Hunting, Weeks & Corcoran, in 


his services on the contract. 

The case was tried before Justice Peter 
B. McLennan in this city, and the jury 
awarded Mr. Peck a verdict for the full 
amount of his pay, amounting to about 
$800. This decision has now been affirmed.

CHICAGO. 
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CHICAGO, June 16, 1897. 

Hot! Ifthereis any other monosyllable 
in the English language that comes nearer 
to expressing the condition which now per- 
vades Chicago I am at a loss to find it. 
With the mercury dancing between 90° 
and 100°, one does not feel much like 
rushing around in search of news, espe- 
cially when it does not exist in matters 
pertaining to the paper industry. There 
may be one or two items which have es- 
caped my attention, but I have the satis- 
faction of knowing that ‘ there are others.” 

Enervation is the most noticeable thing 
about the paper houses at present. How to 
keep animated nature from being converted 
into oleomargarine is commanding the best 
efforts of humanity. The poor clerks have 
to make some pretension to work, while the 
**head” of the house is quietly taking his 
nap in an armchair. In vain has he en- 
deavored to keep an ‘‘eye on them.” But 
no use, the eyelid would down, and then 
the ‘‘boys” improved the opportunity to 
regale themselves—some one way and some 
another. 

To be serious, the hot weather has not put 
much of a quietus on business, judging by 
the reports which have been made to me. 
The sales thus far this month show to bet- 
ter advantage than they did in May. There 
are more of them and of a more moun- 
tainous character. Some orders verge on 
the side of respectability. One salesman, 
who is *‘ doing" the trade outside, informs 
me that he sold a mercantile firm a bill 
which aggregated $20,000. Pretty good for 
these dull times. And this is not all 
he has His modesty kept him from 
mentioning many other ordérs of a lesser 
amount which show to his credit on the 
books of the house with which he is con- 
nected. He knows the ropes. 

J. W. Butler, the veteran paper merchant 
of Chicago, is sanguine of better times in 
the near future. His own trade is gradually 
improving, and shows to much better ad- 
vantage than it did a year ago. Country 
publishers are buying larger bills and mak- 
ing their payments more promptly. Also 
a more healthy action is shown among 
buyers in the city. But for the exceedingly 
low margins on which paper is sold his 
house would have a nice business to report 
even now. Together with the sharp com- 
petition and the cutting of prices one is 
doing very well now if he meets expenses 
and has a small sum on the right side of 
the ledger. He says that it costs just as 
much to do business now as it did when 
prices were higher. 

Mr. Butler deplores ‘the means resorted 
to by some of the younger houses to divert 
from the old ones the customers they have 
had for years. To get their custom they 
offer to sell at figures 'way below thecostof 
doing business. Somebody has to suffer in 
the end, and that somebody is generally 
the paper manufacturer. 

There seems to be no help for this condi- 
tion of things so long as paper mills give 
the same credit to the weak as they do to 
the strong. They are reminded of their in- 
discretion when confronted with an assign- 
ment and an offer of 40 or 50 cents on the 
dollar in settlement of their claims in full. 
How they can make paper and sell it on 
such low margins, and then get only one- 
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half the amount of the bill, and that in in- 
stalments, is ‘‘more than any fellow can 
That’s théir lookout, though. 

George H. Taylor & Co.’s creditors are — 
on the anxious seat. They don’t know how 
they are coming out—some are afraid that 
it will be the little end of the horn. Vari- 
ous speculations are indulged in, but all 
hang by a thread of uncertainty. 

C. M. Smith, senior member of Bradner

CANADA. 
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TORONTO, Ont., June 18, 1897. 

Hoop la! the Government is beginning 
to show its teeth, and asa consequence there 
are some lively times expected. This week 
a most important stand was taken when the 
Finance Minister stated that the Govern- 
ment proposes to ask for power to impose 
an export duty on logs, pulp wood and cer- 
tain classes of ore. It is considered one of 
the most important notices of the session. 

A special dispatch to your correspondent 
says: ‘‘ Mr. Fielding rose and made an im- 
portant announcement to the paper and 
pulp trade of Canada as well as the United 
States. He said it was the intention of the 
Government to ask for the re-enactment of 
the resolution in the old tariff giving the 
Government power to impose export duties 
by proclamation under certain conditions, 
upon logs (cheers) and also to include under 
that authority pulp wood tremendous 
cheering) and certain ores. 

‘** The Government had no intention of ap- 
plying these duties at once (members looked 
chagrined), so that operations now in prog- 
ress would not be affected. It might be 
possible, however, that the Government 
would have occasion to exercise this power 
before the next session of Parliament. (Ap- 
plause.) 

‘‘Sir Charles Tupper congratulated the 
Government on the step, and in view of the 
large increase in the duty on lumber and 
pulp-wood logs going into the United States 
he expressed a hope that the Government 
would put the powers sought into opera- 
tion. He believed there was no step off the 
part of the Government that would be 
more advantageous to the people of Can- 
ada and the paper and pulp trade. 

‘Mr. Fielding said, in answer to Mr. 
Foster, that the powers sought would be 
exactly the same as under the old tariff 
act. Mr. Charlton, the American-Canadian 
lumber merchant, said that this was a very 
dangerous power to place in the hands of 
the Government, and he gave notice that he 
was going to oppose it. He asked the.Gov- 
ernment to fix the day for its discussion. 

‘‘ Mr. Fielding replied that he was unable 
now to fix a day, but assured Mr. Charlton 
that he would be given ample opportunity 
to appear in opposition. 

“It is generally conceded in and about 
the lobbies at Ottawa that the new $2 duty 
on lumber will not seriously affect the 
trade. This new tariff will not prohibit 
the shipment of lumber or logs in bond. 
One result of this will be that Americans 
will consume their own lumber and use 
Canadian lumber for the export trade. It 
is known that Canadian lumber holds a 
prominent place in foreign markets and 
can easily be placed. The probability is of a 
strong competition between Canadians and 
Americans in regard to this export trade— 
and Canadians ought to be able to under- 
bid their cousins over the border. 

“There is no certainty at present as to 
when the new tariff will go into operation, 
and until it is known the lumbermen are 
not prepared to speak as to retaliating with 
an export duty on logs and pulp wood.”

Chain Cable Patent Sustained. 


A decision interesting to manufacturers 
operating under patents was handed down 
on the Ist inst. by the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals for the Third Circuit on an 
appeal from the Circuit Court for the East- 
ern District of Pennsylvania. The bill in 
this case was filed in the Circuit Court of the 
United States for the Eastern District of 
Pennsylvania by the Ewart Manufacturing 
Company, the general agents of which are 
the Link-Belt Engineering Company, of 
Philadelphia, against James H. Mitchell to 
enjoin the alleged infringement of the 
claims of letters patent No. 264,139, issued 
September 12, 1882, to James M. Dodge for 
an improvement in chain cables, generally 
known as the ‘‘ Dodge chain.” That court 
was of the opinion that Mitchell's device did 
so infringe and decreed an injunction. The 
respondent appealed from this decree, and 
the case went before the Court of Appeals 
for review.. The important feature of the 
decision is its emphatic assertion of the 
principle that the inventor and patentee of 
a really new and valuable improvement is 
entitled to the protection of the law under a 
broad view of the scope of the invention, 
and cannot be juggled out of his rights by 
the substitution of differing details in a sub- 
stantially equivalent device. The breadth 
of the decision is shown by the following 
extracts : 

‘*In our judgment the device shown by 
Dodge’s patent was novel in character, dis- 
closed an invention of very decided merit, 
and was a substantial advance over 
mechanical constructions theretofore used 
in the art to which it appertained, and the 
claims of the patent should have such a 
construction as will give the patentee the 
full benefit of the advance which he has 
contributed to the mechanical arts and 


claimed. * * * While the respondent's 


device is different in appearance, of seem- 
ingly different construction, and manufac- 
tured in a different way, yet when we go 
beneath these surface variations and meas- 
ure it by the test of functional purpose and 
operation we find it is in substance, pur- 
pose and operation the same mechanism. 


* * * While the appellant has avoided a 
mere servile copy of form he has appropri- 
ated the substance of the Dodge invention. 
That in doing so he has rendered inopera- 
tive the function on one groove will not 
suffice to relieve him from the charge of 
infringement. Every element of the first 
claim is foundin his structure. He uses 
the elements of the second, modified in 
form to suit the peculiar conformation of 
his rectangular links, but identical in func- 
tional effects, to secure the pintle-like 
bearings, and those of the third to gain the 
non-torsional relation between the links. 
He gets the same result which Dodge first 
showed by substantially the same means 
and in substantially the same way. 


‘““We are of opinion the court below 


reached a just and proper conclusion and 
its decree should be affirmed.”

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The Decay o Moist Wood Pulp.

In order to obtain a more > accurate knowl- | 


for the development of the fingus, but : more 


especially regarding the resisting power of | 
the germs, it was tried to cultivate the fun- | 


gus on artificial soil. In this way the de- 
veloping capacity of the germs can be 
determined in three or four days. It also 
becomes possible to test the efficiency of 
the germicides and remedies for preventing 
the growth of fungus, in a comparatively 
short time. 

The germs were cultivated in round, 
box-like glass vessels. The fostering soil 
consisted of gelatine or Bengal isinglass, 
which was mixed either with a decoction of 
wood or with organic alimentary substances 
(sugar, starch, tannic acid) and the neces- 
sary unorganic alimentary salts, and was 
sterilized with a current of steam before 
planting the germs. Blotting paper im- 
pregnated with the alimentary substances 
was also used instead of the gelatine. 

The efficiency of the disinfectants was 
also tested on wood pulp which had been 
saturated with dilute solutions of these 
mediums, and on which the germs of the 
fungus were then sowed. This method 
also had the special object of ascertaining 
the action of the disinfectants on the pulp, 
which is of great importance where the 
preservation of the pulp is sought to be 
obtained by impregnating it with such 
substances. 

Of the disinfectants which might have 
been available as regards price and harm- 
lessness many were found to be effective 
only when concentrated to such a degree 
as to render their application too expensive, 
while others had injurious secondary effects 
on the pulp. This latter is true, for in- 
stance, of sulphite of calcium, the use of 
which suggests itself at once, it being a 
bleaching medium as well as a disinfectant, 
and which has been repeatedly recom- 
mended in the past. Impregnation of the 
pulp with calcium sulphite as a preserving 
medium is, however, entirely out of the 
question, as it attacks the fibre, rendering 
the pulp brittle and causing it finally to 
crumble to dust. 

Metallic salts, such as chloride of zinc, 
for instance, become reliably effective only 
when highly concentrated. The same is 
true of sulphate of aluminum, the addition 
of which seems advantageous, because it 
assists later in the sizing of the paper. 
Aside from the fact that wood pulp is also 
used for unsized papers, there is the objec- 
tion that the funguses can stand a great 
deal of alum. In cultivating them on gela- 
tine it was found that even so high a pro- 
portion as 5 per cent. of alum does not pre- 
vent their development, in fact, hardly re- 
tards it, and merely delays the dark colora- 
tion somewhat. ‘To this must be added 
that aside from the wood fungus mildew is 
then also abundantly developed in the 
pulp, for the fungus of mildew likes a 
strong acid reaction, and this is provided 
by the alum in the pulp. The threads of 
the funguses often remain invisible to the 
naked eye for a long time, and only the 
consequences of the fungous growth are 
noticeable, but finally colored, particularly 
yellow and reddish, spots begin to show. 

All or most of the blame for the decay of 
the wood pulp is frequently laid to the 
water. The part which the water plays 
deserves, therefore, special discussion. It 
is certainly in most cases exaggerated. It 
would be incorrect, however, to deny alto- 
gether the influence of the water in the de- 
generation of the pulp. This influence is 
of a preparatory nature ; it consists princi- 
pally in changing the conditions for the de- 
velopment of the germs either in their 
favor or to their disadvantage. 

If the water contains organic salts which 
are apt to furnish nourishment to the 
germs, such as potassic, phosphoric acid, 
magnesia and nitrogenous salts, they are 
apt to directly assist the development of the 
organisms. The nitrogenous salts are par- 
ticularly likely to become important in this 
direction ; but this will depend entirely on 
local conditions in each case. 

Where the water supply is obtained from 
a stream it may, however, also, at least at 
certain times, play a part in supplying 
organic alimentary substances, for in the

available as such. 

In summer the water of the streams is 
usually softer, because the percentage of 
carbonic acid contained in it decreases as 
the temperature rises, while the percentage 
of salts, which are not soluble by carbonic 
acid, increases. The softer the water and 
the warmer it is, the more easily will the 
matters contained in the wood be rendered 
soluble and fit nourishment for the fungus. 

A certain degree of hardnessof the water 
will therefore impede the development, on 
the one hand because it is less apt to dis- 
solve the organic matters in the wood, and, 
on the other hand, because hard water usu- 
ally contains less organic substances 
which could start the development of other 
germs. 

To avoid starting the growth is certainly 
of importance, as the great majority of the 
organisms is peculiarly capable of assisting 
by its own action in rendering available 
as alimentary substances certain bodies 
which were not such originally, after they 
have once been enabled to pass the first 
stages of their development. The water is 
certainly responsible to a greater degree 
for favoring the dissolution of the organic 
bodies contained in the wood than for the 
direct supply of nourishment to the germs. 

The liability of the wood pulp to spoil 
will, at any rate, depend mainly on the 
wood from which it is ground, on the time 
when the latter was cut. and on whether it 
contains many germs, so that even the use 
of the purest water cannot remove the dan- 
ger of the development of fungus. The 
use of the purest possible water is, how- 
ever, desirable for various other reasons.

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Advise to Users of Spruce. 


We would recommend those lumber man- 
ufacturers and pulp and paper manufac- 
turers who desire to control large blocks ot 
spruce lands in the near future to consult 
with the Forestry Department at Washing- 
ton, and if in their opinion the estimates 
recently given out, that only six years’ 
supply of coniferous woods is in sight if the 
present rate of consumption is to be kept 
up, are correct, to then invest their capital 
in blocks of forest land which are still offer 
ing at last year’s prices. We would not set 
up our opinion as against the highest for- 
estry authorities in the country. But their 
estimates are a warning to all those who 
expect to want additional supplies of tim- 
ber in the future to make haste in securing 
the necessary forest areas before the six 
years are over, and before the bulk of the 
timber is consumed. It would seem that a

paper concern having a million dollars or 
more invested in its manufacturing plant 
would be somewhat solicitous to secure an 
area of forest growth to supply the raw 
material for this great manufacturing plant. 
If it is all to be slaughtered within six or 
eight years it would be the part of wisdom 
for these great manufacturers to ‘secure a 
piece of it while the chance is offered. We 
do not find the same panic among the pres- 
est owners of timber land that we do 
among the forestry experts or among our 
dear friends in Canada, who are afraid we 
are approaching a timber famine in this 


country. At all events, there are many 
thousand acres of spruce land still for sale, 
which may be bought at very much less 
than their present value, and at one quarter 
what they are worth if our coniferous forests 
are to be exhausted in so few years.— North- 
western Lumberman.
